This tariff does just the opposite. It 
makes the profit less. Does it then 
reduce the cost 
of living? No. If 
here are no farmers, there will be no 
produce. The way a wise statesman 
would reduce .the cost of living would 
>e to give the farmer such an adyant- 
.ge in the price he gets for his' pro- 
luce that he would produce more in 
he long run. 
"One thing is true, the unorganized 
armer will soon go to the wall, and 
he only hope is in organization. 
In 
his situation' will the Sherman act 
and its amendments

The law allows the sale of pike and 
pickerel, classed as game fish if thev 
are imported from 
out of the 
state 
either from Canada or from sections 
where there is no protective laws, but 
fresh fish caught 
in this 
state can 


not be marketed. As evidence pike 
and pickerel offered must be frozen 
Perch and bullheads are not classed 
as game fish.

A COMPLETING CANAL FOR PANA- 


MA? 
Just now the newspapers are car- 
rying 
stories 
to the 
effect 
that 
Philippe Bunau-Varilla is back of a 
project 
to 
buud 
a ' new 
isth- 
mian 
canal 
through 
Colombian 
territory, on charter rights grant- 
ed by Colombia to English promoters. 
Those cognizant of the facts in the 
case refuse to get very much wrought 
up over this story. In the first place, 
there is only one place where it -would 
be at all possible to build a canal con- 
necting 
the 
two oceans, 
through 
Colombian territory — and that is 
[mown as the Atrato River route. To 
build a canal across-the Andes at this 
place would require, to begin with a- 
:unnel, and this tunnel would have to 
be many miles long. The estimated 
cost per^.mile of a tunnel permitting 
the passage of ships with a-draft of 
33 feet would, according to a report 
» Congress, 'be not less than $22,500,- 
000 a mile. Furthermore, the Isthmus 
at tins place is twice as wide as at 
Panama, and the engineering prob- 
lems much more than twice as great 
As a matter of fact, all this means' 
hat a total outlay of a billion dol- 
lars would be required, at the lowest 
sstimate, to 
duplicate - the Panama 
^anal along the Atrato river, and no 
private enterprise in the world can be 
expected to finance such an enter- 
mse, with a competing canal already 
n the business. 
It is true that the United States did 
offer Colombia ten million dollars for 
exclusive rights of canal building on 
Colombian territory, 
but 
that was 
more in the nature of an effort to ap- 
pease Colombia's ruffled feelings over 
,ne Panama Revolution than to pre- 
sent competition, governmental 
or 
otherwise. 
The whole story- of canal 
routes is nowhere else so tersely and 
mparhally told as in Frederick J. 
Raskin's new book, "The 
Panama

WILSON'S TOLL TALK 


PROVED INTERESTING 


Much Criticism is Made on Work of 


Ape Not Satisfactory. 
(By Winfield Jones.) 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—No 
man was ever inaugurated president 
o£ the United States who was held in 
iiighef personal 
esteem that Presi 
dent Wilson: 
Regardless 
of party 
affiliation he possessed the good will 
of the people and 
they honestly de 
sired that his administration 
should 
be a successful one. 
That jthe president;, has lost the re- 
gard of la vast majority of true Amer- 
icans because of his plan to repeal 
free tolls for American ships is gen- 
erally conceded in Washington. 
It was one of the greatest humilia- 
tions that democratic members of 
congress ever experienced when they 
had to listen to President Wilson in 
his free tolls message ignore his pub- 
licly uttered pre-election opinion, re- 
pudiate a fundamental plank in the 
platform of his 
party, and 
instruct 
congress to stultify itself and repeal 
the section of the law granting free 
tolls to 
American coast-wise 
ship- 
ping using the 
Panama Canal, and 
thus definitely acknowledge to 
the 
world that this country has surrend- 
ered the moral and, under 
interna- 
tional law, long and firmly establish- 
ed legal right of every nation to ex- 
ercise absolute 
sovereinty 
over its 
coastwise shipping commerce. 
The 
.president delivered his 
instructions 
in a few didactic- sentences, but hi? 
message contained no explanation of 
his change,of mind on this most im- 
portant subject, and gave congress 
no facts to sustain, his position and

his personal 
command to reverse itself. 
While the president was delivering 
Bis instructions to congress Secretary 
of State Bryan sat in the diplomatic 
gallery of the house,

Baltimore contained the words: 
,"We favor.exemption from tolls ol 
American ships engaged in coastwise

"The 'Wisconsin idea,' as outlined 


by President VauHise of the. istate 
university, and Professor Charles Mc- 
Carthy of the legislative reference 
bureau, is that the pepole hold prop- 
erty only in trust for posterity, that 
they do not own it themselves, and 
that therefore.every line of endeavor 
should be regulated, supervised and 
inspected by a commission; these 
commissions and their employes to be 
experts, wjio are to be trained in the 
University of Wisconsin. 


"It m.^ans, if it means anything, that 
individuals should have no voice in 
the management of their affairs, that 
the state must stand in loco parentis 
to all its people. 


'•It means that the state university 
shall dominate the state and all its 
people; that the child shall dictate to 
its father. .The 'Wisconsin idea' takes 
no account of the right of 
private 


property. 
It assumes that wealth of 
every class, however obtained, is held 
in trust. 
It neforces a general com- 


pulsory system of benevolence, under 
which every man who has saved any- 
thing for himself is forced to divide 
his savings with the improvident. 


Proposes Remedy. 
"What is the remedy? 
"Cut 
out all the parasites who are 
now making Madison their home. Cut 
out the socialists from the school of 
political economy. I am glad to say 
that some of the faculty cannot well 
be spared. Cut out the numerous pro- 
fessors at the university who devota 
most of their time to writing books 
and magazine articles for their per- 
sonal profit. 
Cut politics out of the 
university and so far as you can cut 
politics out of the state government. 
Cut off the useless commissions. 


Censures Commissions. 


"Do away with the 'legislative and 


judicial' functions of commissions. De- 
fine their duties carefully and. explicit- 
ly by statute. 
Make them 
commis- 
sions in the original sense of 
the
